How use of Lift Trucks has 
changed stacking procedures 
and arrangements explained

A PERSON RETURNING to the 
South after several years’ absence 
would notice that the air-drying 
yards at the sawmills have a “new 
look.”” Piles of lumber are narrow- 
er and generally taller than they 
were formerly 

Instead of 
main alleys 
alley, there may be as many as 20 
or more piles. Where, in the past, 
the boards in the piles ran per- 
pendicular to the main alleys, they 
are now parallel 

If the new piles examined 
more closely, it is found that they 
are usually level, not sloped 
pitched, and that they are broken 
up into several parts from top to 
bottom by short pieces timber 
about 4 inches thick. The 
piles thus are composed of several 
parts or units.
